Freshman school trustee Karl 
Braun, yesterday, led the way to a 
reduction of class size ratios from 
the present 30 to one to 28.5 to one. 
The school board voted 3-1 in favor 
of 
Braun’s motion, 
with school 
board 
president 
John 
Beattie 
a b s e n t. 
T r u s te e s 
D eW ayne 
Holmdahl and Marge Thomas joined 
Braun to carry the vote. Board vice 
chairman 
Archie 
Nogle 
voted 
against the motion. 
Later Nogle told the Record his 
no 
vote was a vote of confidence 
for school Supt. Glen Wegner who 
had recommended a ratio of 29 to 
one — that is 29 students for each 
teacher. 
Administrative 
assistant 
Alice 
Milligan, today announced that the 
reduction to 28.5 to one would cost 
the district about $150,353 over the 
present budget which is based on the 
30-30 to one ratio. An estimated 124 
teachers will be hired for the year 
beginning in September barring a 
radical 
drop 
in 
the 
school 
population. 
Braun s motion came at the end of 
a long series of appeals for lower 
class sizes by members of the 
largely teacher-oriented audience. 
Teacher 
Nancy 
Straight 
made 
several intense pleas for a reduction 
below the 29 to one recommendation 
which the school board had in front 
af it. She told the board her classes 
at El Camino Elementary School 
were so large that she had only 
about 10 minutes a week to spend 
with anyone child 
During the discussion preceding 
the vote Nogle noted that the actual 
class size ratio was down to 28 5 to 
ane at present despite the budgetary 
figure of 30 to one. He said the 
decline in the students per teacher 
was caused bv a substantial decline 
in the school population 
In response to an appeal for the 
board to set a maximum class size 
Nogle said it would be impossible 
because of the varying factors of 
geography 
and 
the 
fluctating 
character of the population. 
He also noted that some class 
sizes will always be larger than 
what is deemed ideal because of the 
flux 
and 
flow 
of 
the 
school 
. population 
Public appeals for lower class 
sizes have larded recent school 
board meetings. Wegner has taken 
the position that the cost of reducing 
class size ratios to levels demanded 
by 
teachers 
is 
prohibitive. 
In 
demands which the school board 
received 
officially 
yesterday, 
Lompoc Education Association asks 
a reduction to 25 to one — a level 
that would cost the district a half 
million 
dollars 
according 
to 
computations of the district staff 


School officials noted that no 
teacher has ever been laid off 
because of a decline in student 
population. However, a mild hint 
that this policy could or might have 
to be changed in the future hovered 
above the scene yesterday as the 
board acted. 
Braun accompanied his motion 
with the suggestion that it would be 
reviewed at the end of the coming 
year.

Pay Board cuts longshoremen hike 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Brushing 
aside 
threats 
of 
a 
possible 
nationwide dock strike, the Pay 
Board 
today 
sharply 
cut 
the 
contract 
between 
West 
Coast 
lo n g sh o re m e n 
and 
shipping 
companies that ended the longest 
waterfront tieup in the nation’s 
history. 


On an 8 to 5 vote, the board 
approved a settlement that would 
give the longshoremen a 14.9 per 


cent increase in pay and fringe 
benefits in the first year of their 
two-year contract including 10 per 
cent in wage and fringe benefits and 
another 4.9 per cent in what the 
board called “ excludable fringes.” 


The original settlement, which 
ended a record 134-day walkout, 
would 
have 
given 
the 
workers 


approximately 
20 
per 
cent 
in 
increased pay and benefits during 
the year 


Harry Bridges, president of the 
International Longshoremen's and 
Warehousemen’s Union (ILWU) has 
threatened to lead all the nation's 
dock workers off the job if the 
original contract was cut by as 
much as a penny. 
The board's five labor members, 
who all voted against the decision, 
called it “ a tragic day for collective 
bargaining, 
a

lonshoremen and a tragic day for 
freedom in America.”

President to begin 
Russian visit May 22 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —President Nixon will begin his official visit to 
Moscow May 22 for meetings with Soviet leaders, the White House 
announced today. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler read a two paragraph announcement 
released simultaneously in Washington and Moscow 
“On Oct. 12. 1971 it was announced that agreement had been reached on a 
meeting between President Nixon and the leaders of the Soviet Union to 
take place m the second half of May,” he said “ It has now been agreed that 
President Nixon’s official visit to Moscow will start on May 22, 1972 Mrs. 
Nixon will act ompc.i} the President. 
“ As stateu in October, President Nixon and the Soviet leaders will cover 
all major issues with a view toward further improving bilateral relations 
and enhancing the prospects for world peace.’’ 


Ziegler said he expected the President and Mrs. Nixon to spend about a 
week in the Soviet Union, but the exact number of days still is under 
discussion. 
He said stops in addition to Moscow still are under discussion. There were 
unconfirmed reports that they will visit Leningrad, the old capitjlof Russia 
once known as St. Petersburg, and possibly the Ural Mountains and a Black 
Sea resort. 


Ziegler said there were no plans yet for the President to make other stops 
in Europe en route to Moscow or on the way home However he held out the 
possibility of a rest stop during the eight-hour flight 
He said that Nixon would be taking with him a “ working delegation” 
including Secretary of State William P. Rogers, national security affairs 
adviser Henry A Kissinger and Soviet affairs experts from the National 
Security Council and State Department.

Launch angle key to space shuttle site

The requirements of the space 
shuttle for different launch angles 
from which to perform its missions 
in space is now the critical factor 
influencing base site selection This 
was the conclusion of Jam es A 
Cook, former Executive Director of 
the California Space Shuttle Task 
Force after another day of hearings 
before the Senate Aeronautical and 
Space 
Sciences 
Committee 
in 
Washington yesterday. 
The shuttle requires the capability 
of 
both 
due 
east 
launches 
for 
equatorial 
orbits and 
southward 
launchs for polar orbits in order to 
perform all of its missions in space 
According to Cook, it came out in 
yesterday s Senate hearings lhat 


each of the base site contenders, 
Vandenberg 
and 
Cape 
Kennedy, 
offer only one of the required launch 
angles. 
Cuba 
p recludes 
due 
south 
launches 
from 
Kennedy, 
though 
light rockets have been "doglegged” 
around the island and sent into polar 
orbit in the past. But NASA chiefs 
told 
the 
s e n a t e 
C o m m i t t e e 
yesterday that this could not be done 
with the shuttle 
“ Dale Meyers 
(NASA manned space flight head) 
and the others agreed that the 
expense and loss ot velocity were 
too great to consider. They just 
couldn t do it.”

Ecology Corps workers claim Reagan program a 'farce' 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) 
Gov Ronald Reagan's Ecology 
Corps has been labeled a “ farce” bv conscientious objector 
corpsmen who say they are merely filling the role of 
conservation camp inmates. 
They told a Senate Finance subcommittee Wednesday 
that the corps is doing little to preserve the environment in 
California—the job for which it was created last year by the 
governor. A group of 16 CO corpsmen attended the hearing. 
However, Corps Director Joe Griggs disclosed that 
conscientious objectors, for which the volunteer program 
was originally established, would be phased out of the 
program by sometime next year because changes in the 
draft law are eliminating the need for men to come CO’s. 
The program several months ago was opened to all men 
between 18 and 31 years of age. Under the program, 


corpsmen are paid $40 a month, provided with room, board 
and uniforms and quartered at ecology centers. 
Corpsman Nathamal Stone, a 23-year-old conscientious 
objector, told the subcommittee in a prepared statement 
that the corps is a “ farce” and “ a blatant attempt by the 
governor to dupe the people into believing he is doing 
something about the ecology crisis when he is not.” 
Stone testified that corpsmen at the Humboldt Ecology 
Center at Weott, where he is assigned, have suggested 
projects to benefit the environment but the proposals have 
been rejected. 
Instead, 
he 
said, 
corpsmen’s 
projects 
include 
constructing picnic tables, clearing camp sites and 
removing equipment from a park so the state Division of 
Highways could build a road through it. 


Dave McF adden. western regional secretary for the 
Central Committee for Conscientious Objectors, told the 
subcommittee corpsmen perform many tasks, such as 
tirefighting, 
which 
are 
done 
by 
inmates of 
state 
conservation camps. 
If it s an ecology corps it should be a new and exciting 
program.” McFadden said “ If it's not, it should be called a 
conservation camp” 
Griggs said much of the corpsmen s work is ecology- 
related but the corps also must perform jobs for other state 
agencies 
such 
as 
the 
Fish 
and Game and Parks 
departments. 
Paul McKay, a ('0 at the Inyo Ecology Center, said 
morale is low at his center because the food is “ bad" and 
there are no medical or dental services available to 


corpsmen. 
He suggested corpsmen s pay be raised to that of a 
private in the Army—$288 a month CO’s join the corps for 
24 months as an alternative to military service. 
“ People are quitting” the program because of low pay 
and other unfavorable conditions. McKay said 
McFadden said that since the corps was started July 1, it 
has lost 61 conscientious objector volunteers out of a total 
of 130 
Griggs said after the hearing he favored increasing 
corpsmen s pay to the federal minimum wage level but the 
money is not available He noted the wages will be raised to 
$100 a month next July 1 
He said there are currently 220 corpsmen—half of which 
are conscientious objectors.

In a surprise move, the House adopted 
235 to 136 an amendment by Rep. John G. 
Schmitz. R-Calif, providing that no officer 
of Amtrak could be paid more than $60,000 


unless additional pay comes trom profits. 
The only executive making more than 
$60,000 is Amtrak President Roger Lewis 
who is paid $125,000 anually. Amtrak lost 
$152 million during the current year and 
predicts a loss of $123 million next year 
Harley O. Stagger, D-W.Va., chairman of 
the 
Commerce 
Committee, 
said 
the 
Schmitz amendment “ would be the death 
knell right now of the corporation” but 
House members obviously were reluctant 
to continue to pay Lewis’ current salary. 
Passage of the House bill came after 
Amtrak announced it was unable to meet a 
$12 million monthly payment to the 13 
railroads 
that operate 
its nationwide 
system of passenger trains

Sewer plan gets 'reprieve7

The County Planning Commission fired 
some more holes Wednesday into the sieve- 
like County Water and Sewer Facilities 
Plan, then agreed to give it a “ reprieve’* 
and the benefit of further water district 
engineering studies before reconsidering it 
June 21. 
There were these developments: 
— Goleta County Water District was 
reported as having “ lost’’ federal funding 
aid for its multi-million dollar water 
treatment plant due to the lengthy delays 
in having the water and sewer facilities 
element incorporated into the county's 
General 
Plan 
Area 
Planning Council 
secretary Samuel Clawson said this was 
reported 
to 
him 
by 
Robert 
Watson, 
manager and engineer of the district. 
— Commissioner G. Norman Bacon, a 
persistent 
foe 
of 
the 
Boyle 
report 
incorporated into the plan, lambasted it 
thoroughly once more, after Goleta water 
district board president Jose R. Martinez 
reported on asserted inaccuracies in the 
report related to Goleta water projections. 
It 
was 
on 
Bacon’s motion 
that 
the 
commission 
voted 
to 
give 
the 
plan 
"another try,’’ however, and await new 
engineering studies from Carpintería and 
Montecito water districts before bringing 
the report back for further consideration. 
— The Boyle Engineering, Inc., report 
which reportedly cost about $45,000 in 
federal 
and 
local 
area 
funding 
was 
questioned as to accuracy on several 
counts related to the Goleta Valiev water 


picture. Board chairman Jose R. Martinez 
said the report erred in saying the district 
has ample facilities to meet the needs of 
the area west of Gato Canyon to Gaviota 
until the year 2000 
There 
is 
insufficient 
water and no 
facilities to serve this area, and no plans to 
annex 
it. 
Martinez reported 
He said 
existing lines terminate at El Capitan. 
Martinez said the existing La Vista filtra­ 
tion plant of the district will be shut down 
and not reactivated when the new Corona 
del Mar treatment plan is operative It will 
not 
be 
upgraded 
and 
continued 
in 
operation, as the report states, he showed 
Martinez added that it was felt not 
enough attention was given in the report to 
the possibility of combining the subject 
water 
districts 
with 
each 
other 
or 
combining them with the sanitary districts 
into a South Coast metropolitan water and 
sewer district. There could be "significant 
advantages 
resulting 
from 
such 
a 
consolidation, 
he felt, 
including "cost 
savings. 
administrative 
convenience, 
common rate structures and simplified 
overall planning.'’ 


Bacon took the Martinez comments as 
constituting still another special district 
which doesn t see eye to eye with the Boyle 
Report. "The Goleta District was the onlv 
water district previously that supported 
the water, sewer plan,” he stressed 


However, some members pointed out a 
change in Goleta district thinking had 
occurred since three new members were 
elected to the board last November

NEW YOKK-i NEA »-Not 
only generals and politicians 
stand a chance of becoming 
a name in U.S. history. If 
you can take pencil in hand 
—to sketch, not write—you. 
too. may turn up on a page 
in your children’s history 
texts. 


There’s an art competition 
underway right now (entries 
accepted up until March 31) 
that has goodies galore to 
offer both the professional 
and amateur artist—active 
participation in the Bicen­ 
tennial celebration of the 
United States as a nation 
and the twin blessings of 
fame and money. 


The purpose of the compe­ 
tition. sponsor ed by The 
Franklin Mint of Franklin 
City. Pa., the largest pri 
vately owned mint in the 
world, is to design bicenten 
r.ial commemorative medals 
honoring the historic contri 
bution of e a c h of the 50 
states to the heritage of the 
nation 


"Actually it’s a case of 50 
contests taking place at the 
same time,” said Don Wal­ 
ton. director of fine arts for 
the project.” 


There will be four prizes 
tor each state, making a 
total of $500,000 in p r i z e 
money. The top winner from 
each state will get $5,000, 
And contestants mu s t be 
present or former residents 
of the state in which they 
compete. 


"What we are asking for,” 
Walton said, ‘ is simply the 
first step in medal design- 
just a pencil sketch wins the 
prize ’ 


The program has been de­ 
signed so the state Bicenten­ 
nial Commissions may be- 
c o m e co-sponsors without 
cost and share in the pro­ 
ceeds from the sales of the

Each state will have 
the option to adopt the first 
prize winning design as its 
official bicentennial medal. 
Judges will include distin­ 


guished artists and art ex­ 
perts on a National Advisory 
Panel and there will also be 
50 separate state panels of 
live judges each. 


The Franklin Mint will re­ 
tain only the rights to pro­ 
duce proof-quality medals of 
the designs and to sell the 
medals as p a r t of multi­ 
medal sets, subject to the 
royalties payable to the state 
Bicentennial Commissions— 
10 per cent of its net sales 
of that medal in all states. 


"The st at es themselves 
can sell the medals singly if 
they want to,” Walton said. 
"And the Bicentennial Com­ 
missions get all other rights, 
title and interest in the de­ 
sign-including the right to 
invite bids from other com­ 
panies for the production of 
medals in that design. 


"The 
royalties on 
th e 
medal sales for each state.” 
Walton added, “ h a v e no 
strings attached. The Bicen­ 


tennial Commissions m a y 
use the money if they wish 
to finance other bicentennial 
programs.” 


It is conservatively esti­ 
mated that this will generate 
a minimum of $1 million in 
royalties. 


The Franklin 
M i n t 
is 
unique in that it is the only 
nongovernment mint in the 
United States that produces 


legal tender coin for foreign 
countries as well as com­ 
memorative medals. It’s a 
publicly owned firm with 
more than 6.000 sharehold­ 
ers. 


Gilroy Roberts, chairman 
emeritus and one of the 
Mint’s founders, was former­ 
ly Chief Sculptor-Engraver 
of the U.S. Mint. 


"He’s the man,” Walton 
said, 
"who designed 
and 
sculptured the portrait side 
of the world’s most popular 
coin, the Kennedy half dol­ 
lar.” 


It’s not only the aspiring 
artist who may make his for­ 
tune in medals. Even the 
economy of troubled Ireland 
should get a b o o s t from 
the same. 


The Mint recently bought 
$300,000 worth of pure Irish 
silver — five tons — ear­ 
marked for the first annual 
St. Patrick’s Day medal, de­ 
signed by Irish sculptress 
Gabriel Hayes O’Riordan, to 
be delivered to collectors on 
St. Patrick’s Day in com­ 
memorative c a c h e t s post­ 
marked in Ireland. It com­ 
memorates the landing of 
St. Patrick at Cill Mhantain 
(Wicklow), in A.D. 432. And 
it’s nice to hear a happy 
story about Ireland these 
days. 


"I doubt that the medals 
will replace potatoes or Irish 
w h i s k y as an economic 
mainstay,” Walton mused,

As if Mao and 
Chou weren't the moral equals of 
Franco. Papadopoulos, and other 
dictators toasted and praised on 
their 
own 
home 
grounds 
last 
October by Vice President Agnew.” 
And of course for 
years now it has 
been chic to refer to 
the “ so - called free 
world,” 
the 
idea 
being that much of 
the world on this 
side 
of 
the 
Iron 
Curtain is no more 
free than the world 
at the other side of 
the 
Iron 
Curtain. 
The gentlemen who 
slur the distinction 
spend, on the whole, 
not enough time . . . 
.. thinking, 
in Greece, and in 
Spain, 
a human 
being can: 
1) 
practice his religion, 2) quit his job. 


3) join a labor union, 4i leave the 
country, 5) travel within the country 
where he wants to, 6» enter into 
contracts, whether to buy or sell a 
loaf of bread, exchange a piece of 
land, or provide a personal service. 
7) What he owns is his. 81 He is free 
to buy all but a very few books, and 
in fact he can get these by the 
mildest exertions. 9) He may say 
anything he wants to say: except 
that he cannot attempt to bring 
down the government — he has no 
political freedom. 
In China, you may not practice a 
religion, you may not change your 
job without permission of the state, 
there are no labor unions to join, you 
cannot leave the country, or travel 
within 
your

ou may not 
engage in contracts except by leave 
of the state, which owns all your 
services, ou may not own property, 
outside the toothbrush category. 
You will find to read only accepted 
works of Communist theology. You 
may not criticize the state nor, 
obviously, attempt to bring down the 
government.

enough there to be visible to most 
people. To be sure, Mr Nixon has 
not greatly helped. His perfunctory 
references 
to 
our

system s” make him sound as though 
Americans like calico, while the 
Chinese Communists like gingham. 
Still, people who influence opinion 
ought always to distinguish between 
the despot and the totalitarian. 
Papadopoulos is a despot. Mao is a 
totalitarian, 
which 
is 
a 
stage 
advanced from the tyranny about 
which political philosophers have 
written from the beginning of time. 
Papadopoulos did not take power 
in order to tyrannize. He took it, as 
Franco did, in an intractable social 
and parliamentary situation. That 
they haven't yielded more of their 
power is either a discredit to their 
integrity, 
or a tribute to their 
perspicacity (closer to the former, I 
judge, than to the latter). J. S. Mill 
tau gh t 
th at 
under 
c e r ta in 
“conditions of society . . . a vigorous 
despotism is in itself the best mode 
of 
government for 
training 
the 
people 
in 
what 
is 
specifically 
wanting to render them capable of a 
higher 
civilization.” 
But 
only 
‘‘provided 
the 
end 
be 
their 
improvement,” which is to say their 
introduction to liberty. Such liberty 
as is despised by name by the 
Communists, who seek explicitly to 
crush it wherever it raises its head, 
as for instance in Czechoslovakia 
That is the difference.
